A lively canvass followed 
and at the election yesterday carriages to 
bring in votes were pressed into the service 
and fine points of practice were quibbled 
over. Under an opinion from the attorney of 
the board the associate members who were 
with the regular ticket were allowed to vote. 
This was a point gained by the supporters of 
that side of the argument. The steerers of 
the Members campaign filled their ticket 
with the names of a number of people whose 
wishes evidently were not consulted and the 
following circular became a part of the cam- 
paign literature over the signature of these 
people:

The vote was split up considerably and the 
tellers had some difficulty in counting it.

Samuel E. Gross, 47; for Vice-President, Robert 
C. Givins, 87; Francis A. Barnes, 60; for Treas- 
urer, Helge A. Haugan, 103; William H. Cairn- 
duff, 46. 

Just after the election W. W. Baird an- 
nounced that he would propose at the next 
meeting an amendment by which the Aus- 
tralian system of balloting at elections would 
be introduced and under which the polls will 
be open from 10 a. m. until 2 p. m. 

The report of William A. Bond, the retiring 
President of the board, covers in a genera! 
way the réports made by the working com- 
mittees and indicates the scope and success of 
last year’s work. 

Retiring President’s Report. 
The text of the report is, in substance, as 


follows: 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable conditions 
of the market during the last year the life of the 
Rea! Estate Board has been anfexceedingly busy 
one, and the work, both as regards its own inter- 
ests and the public at large, has been important. 
The strong financial condition of the board, as 
shown by the report of our Treasurer, is a sub- 
ject of congratulation. With a large fund in- 
vested, with an ac¢ruing surplus each year, it 
need not be long before we may think seriously 
of having a building and home of our own. 

It is with sincere regret that I report the death 
of two of our valuable members during the year— 
Horace A. Huriburt in April and J. Whitney 
Farlinin June. Both wore see who were 
held in high esteem by the board dnd the com- 
munity. Special meetings were held and appro- 
priate resolutions passed giving testimony to 
their worth as citizens and tendering sympathy 
to their families. A special meeting was also 
held in honer of the memory of the Ken. Carter 
H. Harrison, the Mayor of Chicago, who was so 
cruelly assassinated in the month of October. 


Good Work of Committees. 


The services of the Valuation committee have 
been called into requisition many times and the 
total property referred to them for appraisal 
amounted to $4,170,437, being the second larg- 
est year since the board was established; total 
valuations made since the committee was estab- 
lished, $74,575,931. It is my firm conviction 
that the services of this most important commit- 
tee will be more and more required as the years 


go by, and that it will be often named in advance 


in cases where a reappraisal shall be necessary. 
This has already ndone many times. There- 
fore, you will at once see how important it is that 
the present high standard of the service shall be 
maintained, and in what degree of confidence 
the committee must stand with the individual to 
be made a fiual board of arbitration where the 

rsonnel of the committee cannot even be 


nown. 

The members of the Public Service committee 
have given attention to those matters which have 
been brought b8fore them with rare discretion. 

That the Membership committe has done good 
work is evidenced by its report, which shows an 
election du the year of twelve agent and ten 
associate members. It has held frequent meet- 
ings and made careful investigation of applica- 
tions that have been received, and reports at the 
present date 161 agent members and 40 associate 
members, a total of 201.

Entertaining Visitors. 


Early in May the Real Estate Board extended 
an invitation to kindred associations throughout 
the country to make the boerd_ rooms headquar- 
ters during their visit to the World's Exposition. 
This invitation was formally accepted by the 
Real Estate Boards of Boston, Nashville, St, 
Paul, Denver, and other places, and the visitors 
record shows the signatures of appreciative 
guests residing in forty-seven different cities of 
the United States and Canada, from Boston and 
New York to New Orleans, and from St. Paul to 
Omaha and Salt Lane City, and even as far west 
as Melbourne, Australia. 

In the matter of public charities the board has 
not been behind its sister organizations. It col. 
lected from its members $815 for the sufferers 
fund on account of the Cold-Storage holocaust at 
Jackson Park. and in the more recent efforts of 
the Central Relief Society it has subscribed to 
date over $3,600. It also purchased 716 souve- 
nir tickets for Chicago dax. 

It has taken an active part in the efforts being 
made to have the Manufactures Building re- 
moved from Jackson Park to the Lake-Front. In 
my opinion such a building centrally located 
would be of great use to the city. 

Mr. Bond then reviewed the subjects dis- 
cussed at the informal dinners given every 


sixty days and continued: 

At these six din ners there has been an actual 
attendance of 291, making an average attend- 
ance of nearly fifty. There have been twenty- 
four different members actively interested, in 
making general arrangements and taking charge 
of them, and more than twenty-five others have 
contributed papers on the subjects discussed. 
Since these dinners were inaugurated sixty-three 
different members have been officially connec 
with them, and more than sixty have interested 
themselves in discussing the questions for de- 
bate, making, at least, 128 members who have 
already enjoyed active relations in the manage- 
ment of these pleasant social reunions, The 
formation of the City Improvement committee 
was the outcome of the fourteenth dinner, and 
its work bids fair to give additional fame to the 
Real Estate Board, and to work out inestimable 
good for the public at largo. 

The “ Torrens” System. 


In my inangtral address I ventured the opinion 
that if the whole work of the year were centered 
in securing a trial of the * Torrens ” system it 
would be worth the effort. That the Torrens 
system of land transfers is not now a law is the 
result of accident. The bill presented at the 
Legislature went through nine stages of pro- 
gresgion, passed the Senate, and was only de- 
feated on the final reading in the House by seven 
votes. In the report to the Real Estate Board 
on this subject made by Willis G. Jackson, the 
Chairman of the Legislative committee, he 
says: “We, as your representatives, and 
you, as the representative of the land 
owners of Cook County, have attempted 
to save 80 per cent of the $10,000,000 

early paid by the property-owners of this State 
or abstracts and their examination which the 
adoption of this system would have in time 
accomplished. Wehave failed in making the 
bill a law, but when with fresh and enthusiastic 
workers you again start the battle for this re- 
form you will find many stanch friends among 
the lawmakers who will welcome you at the 
State Capitol. and that our work has not been 


wasted or in vain.’ 

The attention given to the work of Mr, Jackson 
and his associates, including your President 
(some of whom spent six or seven weeks of faith- 
ful devotion in the effort to pass this bili), has 
been widespread. The World's Real Estate Con- 
gress, held under the auspices of the National 
Real Estate Association, made the discussion of 
the “Torrens” system the central point of its 
deliberations, and their final indorsement of the

A Commission of Investigation has been ap- 
pointed in Massachusetts, another one in Ohio, 
and prominent attorneys from lowa have inti- 
mated that it will be taken up at an early date by 
the Legisiature of that State. I have received 
numbers of inquiries asking for proceedings of 
the World’s Real Estate Congress which will 
give full information concerning the Torrens ”’ 
system, and the Secretary of the congress as- 
sures me that a large number of such inquiries 
have been addressed to him. It will be seen, 
therefore, that like the Australian ballot this 
plan of recording titles is being considered all 
over the country, and when this board renews its 
efforts at Springfield at the next session of the 
Legislature it will have many friends marching 
in the same line of progress m many other States 
of the Union. 


Active in Legislation. 


This board presented an active remonstrance 
during the year to the bill introduced in the Leg- 
islature for the purpose of abolishing the neces- 
sity of consent on the part of property-owners as 
a condition precedent to the granting of fran- 
chises for the construction of elevated railways 
upon streets or alleys. This resolution was in- 
troduced by Mr. Cammings and referred to the 
Public Service committee of this board with in- 
structions to oppose the passage of said bill. I 
am pleased to record the fact. that this board was 
largely — omg oe for the defeat of this bill. 

The World's Real Estate Congress, which was 
held in October under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Real Estate Association, was tendered the 
hospitality of our board ana made its rooms a 
rallying point. This congress was one of the 
events of the year, and it is pleasing to know 
that so many members of the Real Estate Board 
were interested and took part in its proceedings. 

It cau thus be seen that, notwithstanding the 
unusual demands made upon the time of the 
members of the Real Estate Board, they have 
just closed one of the most active years of its ex- 
istence. Public matters have occupied its atten- 
tion at home and at Springfield. Its members 
have yielded to the demands made upon their 
time at a sacrifice of their personal interests that 
cannot be too highly commended. It has been 
impossible to mention by name the many individ- 
uals who have shown the most signal devotion to 
the year’s work. To do so would be practically 
making a roli-call of the board, but 7 desire to 
acknowledge here the great value of their serv- 
ices, 

Our associate members have taken a prominent 
1 in the debates at the informal dinners and 

y their wise caunsel and — support have 
greatly aided us in our work. I am of the opin- 
ion that the cordial relations between the active 
and associate membership should be encouraged 
and promoted. 

In assuming the dutiss of President I promised 
to be loyal and faithful to the interests of the 
board and to put forth my best endeavors in the 
work of the year. I have made a conscientious 
effort to fulfill this promise, and I wish to thank 
each and every member forthe great honor he 
have conferred upon me and for the uniform 
courtesy and assistance that have been so gener- 
ously accorded me by all. 


JAMES H. WALKER ESTATE IN COURT. 


Jadge McConnell Orders a Report of the 
Administrator Submitted to Him. 

Long arguments were heard by Judge Mo- 
Connell yesterday in the consideration of 
claims against the James H. Walker estate. 
Objections were filed by counsel for Mr. 
Walker against those of Columbus R. Cum- 
mings and the Union National Bank on the 
grounds that they held collateral in excess of 
the amount of the indebtedness and that it 
would not bes proper to satisfy their claims 
out of the general fund and then turn over the 
collateral to William A. Mason. Objection 
was made also by this interest to the payment 
of $25,000 solicitor’s fees to counsel for the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, the re- 
ceiver. Judge McConneil decided he would 
hear these matters next week, and directed 
that a complete detailed report of the admin- 
istration of the estate should be prepared 
by the receiver. Attorney Burry, represent- 
ing Mr. Walker, had in court a printed ¢ircu- 
lar dated New York, Jan. 3, with the name of 
William A. Mason attached as a signature. 
This informed creditors of the James H. Walk. 
er property that, owing to the extreme depres- 
sion in Commercial circles, the Money with 
which to equip the new concern could not be 
secured readily and the signer had decided 
not to continue business with inadequate cap- 
ital. To those who took the 80 per cent time 
settlement an offer of 70 per cent in cash is 
repeated us an alternative, the accept- 
unce of the receivers’ dividend of 65 per cent 
prior to a flual settlement. Ina su ment-

WORD “PROVISIONAL” IS DROPPED. 


Hereafter It Is to Be Significantly the Ha- 
f Walian Government. 

Wasmmorox, D. C., Jan. 10.— [Special. — 
News received here today from confidential 
sources confirms the report that the provision- 
al government is hereafter the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment. The “ provisional’? drops out 
through the course of events and the Hawaiian 
Government stands as an independent sov- 
ereignty. It will be as its representative 
that Minister Thurston will continue diplo- 
matic relations in Washington. The danger is 
now believed to be past, and if any royalist 
uprising is attempted it will be put down. 

eanwhile Minister Willis’ relations re- 
main em ing. Hawaiian Govern- 
ment regards his 3 attitude during 
the trying week from Dec. 14 to Dec. 22 as 
constructive war. It may not depart from 
the dignified position it has heretofore taken 
in its relations with the United States, but 
President Dole will let President Cleveland 
know how the action of his Minister is re- 
garded. This will not relieve the administra- 
tion here.

Alleged Steel Rail Pool. 

Mr. Johnson asked if he denied the existence of 
a steel rail pool. 

Mr. Dalzeil—There is not a steel rail trust. 

Mr. Johnson—Any quibble about the words 


pool and trust? 
Mr. Dalzell— There was a combination of steel 


rail makers. [Derisive laughter on the Demo- 
cratic side.] But it fell of its own weight. Its 
purpose was not to maintain prices, for, as a 
matter of fact, prices of steel rails fell continu- 
ously throughout its existence. And the gentle- 
man knows how many steel rail concerns are to- 
day in the hands of receivers. 

Mr. Johnson— Well (displaying at his desk a 
legal-looking document), here is the proof of the 
existence of a new trust organized since the dis- 
solution of the old one, 

He then recited the petition of the receivers 
of the Sparrow’s Point (Md.) Steel Rail Mill, 
filed in court at Baltimore Nov. 22 last, to 
be permitted to sell 300,000 tons of rails to 
R. F. Kennedy at $25 a ton, with a provision 
attached that if for any reason Kennedy did 
not want the rails he was to be relieved of his 
contract to take them by the payment of $1 
a ton. Mr. Johnson said he was curious to 
know who the gentleman was that could con- 
tract for so many rails at $1 more than the 
market price and agree to forfeit $1 a ton if 
he did net take them. So he investigated, 
learned that Kennedy was an officer, stock- 
holder, and director of the Cambria Iron and 
Steel company, a rival concern, and Secretary 
of the new steel rail pool. The $1 a ton pro- 
vision in the contract was simply a blind to 
cover the payment of $1,000 a day to the 
Sparrow’s Point concern not to make rails. 
just as the pool was able to pay another con- 
cern $80,000 a year not to make rails weigh- 
ing over fifty pounds a yard. The tariff of 
25 per cent enabled the pool to do this. 
Turning to his Democratic associates he con- 
tinued: Do you wonder that just before 
Mr. Carnegie went to Jerusalem the other 
day he stopped long enough to say that he 
was perfectly satisfied with your bill?“ 

Mr. Johnson also evoked audible smiles 
when he said, touching the Wilson bill: 

It is a bill for which they have taken the Mc- 
Kinley bill as a model and of which the best that 
can be said is that it is the McKinley bill shaved 
down, or à redistribution of the spoils of protec- 
tion. 1 am like the man who could eat crow. 1 
will vote for this bill if I can get nothing better. 
But I do not like it. The bill might suit tariff 
reformers, whatever they might be. I am proud 
to say that I never was a tariff reformer. I am 
only a plain free trader. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 
Dalzell Gets the Floor. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pittsburg follewed for the 
Republicans, attacking the Wilson bill more 
especially in its iron and steel schedules, He 
pointed out the inconsistencies of its free raw 
material provisions, showing wherein in many 
cases it proposed to tax the raw material 
higher than the finished crop. He continued: 

1 predict posterity will pronounce this the most 
infamous legislative crime of our history. In- 
stead of relief the bill brings aggravation. To 
the manufacturer whose idle capital is bringing 
him no returns, whose plant by disuse is depre- 
ciating, and whose income has been sadly nar- 
rowed or entirely cut off it offers the deceptive 
lure of free raw materials and the ignis fatuus of 
the world’s markets; while it strips him of the 
ability to compete in any market and be just to 
his employés. To the farmer it offers instead of 
protection an enlarged competition from abroad 
in the products of his farm; instead of a vast and 

owing home market a market abroad in which 

is increased surplus cannot but degrade prices. 

Many authorities were cited by Mr. Dalzell 
in support of the constitutionality of protec- 
tion, — with a report made in 1793 by 
Thomas Jefferson while Secretary of State, 
from which it appeared, in his opinion, that 
‘ Thomas Jefferson not only believed 4 the 
constitutional power of Congress to impose 
tariff duties, not for the purpose of revenue 
only, but even to the extent of prohibition, 
and that he regarded this power as a means 
of independence’ in our commercial and navi- 
gation interests.” 

Discussing the schedules of the bill, he said: 

They utterly disregard the two subjects essen- 
tial to be considered in the framing of a wise tar- 
itt law, the subject of wages and that of trans-

The peari button makers, who 
made a point against the employment of con- 
vict labor abroad three years ago, now admit 
that they have themselves employed convict 
labor here. He «ited the West Virginia coal

In urging the prompt passing of the Wilson 
bill Mr. Warner admitted that it had grave 
defects. For one thing it did not go far 
enough. He thought in some places it bore 
unevenly, and he protested particularly 
against the retention of the gugar bounty, and 
he protested still more strohgly against the 
tax of one-quarter of a cent a poung by which 
it was proposed to protect the sugar trust;

domination of England. In defending the 
reciprocity feature of the McKinley bill he 
paid a warm eulogy to the memory of Mr.

Blaine had erected in formulating the reci- 
procity principle,

CARLISLE IS AGAIN QUESTIONED, 


He Evidently Prefers Coinage of the Seign- 
iorage to a Bond Issue, 


Wasninctoy, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.] — 
Secretary Carlisle was before the Senate 
Finance committee again this afternoon. 
Members of the committee do not think it 
enough for the Secretary of the Treasury to 
content himself with telling them that the 
Treasury isina hole, They think the admin- 
istration ought to outline the legislation it 
wants. Mr. Carlisle this afternoon was a 
little more specific, but he did not declare 
whether the administration preferred coinage 
of the seigniorage to bonds. He evidently 
wants to keep any bond issue down to 850,000, 
000 and to have the bonds redeemable within 
a year. The Secretary’s leaning to coinage 
of the seigniorage is quite marked. It 
may be that the Democratic majority 
in both branches of Congress will ultimately 
unite on this plan. If the objections -to cre- 
ating fiat money in this way were lacking it 
would still be only a partial remedy for meet- 
ing the current’ deficit and would do nothing 
to strengthen the gold reserve. While some 
sort ot a bill may be reported from the 
Finance committee next week there is a feel- 
ing that legislation oughtto originate with 
the House, and as long as the Ways and 
Means committee refuses to consider any 
measure until the tariff is disposed of the 
Senate can hardly be expected to make haste. 
Senator Allison has been quoted as op- 
posing prompt legislation, but this is 
not correct. He is willing to support 
any reasonable measure to meet this 
year’s deficiency and to strengthen the gold 
reserve. He does not, however, believe in in- 
creasing the public debt indefinitely, merely 
that the Democrats may be assured against 
any permanent deficiency which their tariff 
legisiation may cause. He also believes that 
whatever is proposed to cover the present 
emergency should not be disguised under 
some other name if it is reaily bonds, If 
Chairman Voorhees and his associates insist 
on making the coinage of the seigniorage 
part of their bill for the relief of the Treasury 
it will be opposed by Senator Allison and all 
the other Republican members of the Finance 
committee,

TREASURY TALK IN THE SENATE. 


Dilatoriness as to Public Works Leads to 
the Question of the Deficit, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 10.—Mr. Hale 
(Rep., Me.) reported back to the Senate to- 
day from the Committee on Naval Affairs the 
House concurrent resolution for an investiga- 
tion by a joint commission of all matters re- 
lating to the rank, pay, and personnel of the 
navy. He reported it with an amendmant 
providing that the inquiry shall be mace by 
subcommittees of the Naval Affairs commit- 
tees of each Hous2, After discussion the reso- 
lution, as amended, was agreed to. 

A resolution offered yesterday by Mr. Pef- 
fer (Pop., Kas.) as to the inadequate force in 
the office of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury (whereby the drawings for public 
works have been prevented or delayed) was 
laid before the Senate and discussed by Mr: 
Petier, Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.), Mr. Vest 
(Dem., Mo.), and Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.). 
Mr. Gorman stated that if Senators desired 
public works to be executed they must be pre- 
ae to vote for an additional loan to the 

reasury or for an increase of the revenues of 
taxation. More than 8300, 000, 000 had been 
appropriated in the last three years beyond 
the revenues of the country. 

Mr. Call (Dem., Fla.) advocated the policy 
of issuing Treasury notes liberally and carry- 
ing on public works in all parts of the country 
(includ: the Nicaraguan Canal) so as to 
give employment to the great army of unem- 
ployed. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep., Ore.) referred to the let- 
ter of Gov, Pennoyer to the President repre- 
senting the destitution said to exist in Ore- 
gon, and denied emphatically the statements 
therein made. 

Mr. Vest said that he was glad the Senator 
from Oregon had changed his opinion. as to 
the effect of a repeal of the Sherman act. The 
act had been * and yet the country. was 
suffering and Treasury was practically 
empty. It was very easy to find out where 
money should be expended, but the question 
was where the money was to he obtained.

Lincoln was, by the spon- 
taneous choice of the Republicans, the head 
of his party. There were no other aspirants 


‘for that position. The men of Senator Cul- 


lom’s caliber were satisfied to accept subor- 
dinate positions in the ranks. 

Since Lincoln died there has been no man 
who has been so much taller and greater than 
other party leaders as to justify a repetition 
of the resolution ofJune 15,1858. There 
has been since then no man of whom it could 
be said that he was “ the first and only choice 
of the Republicans of Illinois” for Senator. 
Trumbull was not that man, nor was Yates, 
nor Oglesby, nor Logan, nor Cullom. Nor is 
there any man now visible above the political 
horizon who is big and tall enough to justify 
a monopoly resolution of the kind in ques- 
tion. 

That resolution’ of 1858 was not passed to 
be a precedent, but to meet an exceptional 
case. Unless the conditions of 1858 are re- 
newed and there appears in the party like the 
moon among the lesser lights some chief 
whose unquestioned primacy no one ventures 
to dispute and to whom all bow in obedience, 
the resolution of that year should not be re- 

ted. It would be out of place, impolitic, 
wrong. 

If it were known that such a resolucion was 
to be passed this summer the State conven- 
tion would be rent by faction. Log-rolling, bar- 
gaining, and selling would be the order of 
theday. And when by sharp practice. by 
trading, or some hocus pocus trick, some one 
aspirant out of a dozen of about equal ability 
and merit and with equal claims had secured 
the nomination, then the friends of the other 
eleven would go home sore and disappcinted 
to sow the seeds of discontent in their counties. 
The campaign would be handicapped from the 
word go.“ The nomination, hogged by 
wire - pulling and log - rolling methods, would 
not be worth having in the face of heart- 
burnings and a Democratic gerrymander. 

Since there is no presminent candidate the 
field must be left open to all of them and the 
abilities and energy of ali and of their friends 
must be utilized to carry the Legislature. 
The united, enthusiastic efforts of every Re- 
publican who wishes to be Senator will be re- 
quired to secure the control of the Legisia- 
ture in the face of a gerrymandered apportion- 
ment. To say to all the candidates save one 
before the election that they are out of the 
race is to deprive them of a special incentive 
for exertion.

MEASURING THE DECREASE. 

The bank clearings of the different cities in 

the United States show an important decrease 
for last year as compared with 1892, and the 
falling off in volume is very large for the last 
six months as compared to the aggregates for 
a year previously. The returns from the 
Clearing House do not distinguish between 
different classes of business or firms, except 
as they max. furnish partial indications in the 
ease of points which have some one leading 
line of business activity. Tun Tripune has 
stated, as the result of inquiries made for the 
information needed in compiling its annual 
review of the trade and commerce of this city, 
that the volume of purchases by dealers had 
decreased far more than those by ultimate 
consumers, The people had bought less, partly 
because of less ability to purchase and probably 
in not a few cases for the reason that they ex- 
pected goods would be made cheaper by 
changes in the tariff, but these causes had 
operated much more forcibly to reduce pur- 
chases by dealers. These had met with 
a smaller demand, but they also feared to be 
caught with large stocks on hand to be sold 
at the lower prices expected to result from 
Democratic legislation at Washington.and they 
did not replenish stocks on the plan of former 
years. They have allowed their stocks to run 
down till in many stores bare shelves and 
empty boxes are the rule, this being most 
marked in stores at interior country points. 
The average retailer is waiting for the chance 
to stock up at the lower prices due to the pas- 
sage of the bill which is to reduce the tariff 
on imports of goods to be sold in competition 
with those of domestic production. 
This statement of the case is supported 
amply by the replies of 1,106 merchants and 
manufacturers in all parts of the country to 
questions addressed to them by Dun’s Mer- 
cantile Agency. Each was asked to report 
the aggregate of actual sales made during the 
last six months of 1892 and 1893, the replies 
being made in such form that it would be im- 
possible for any except the sender to know 
from what concern any particular statement 
was received. The totals thus obtained are a 
little in excess of 300 million dollars for 
the last half of 1892 and 210 mill. 
ions for the same portion of 1893, the 
decrease being neatly 30 per cent. This is in 
moderately close accord with the information 
given by the tables of bank clearings, but the 
report gives valuable information which the 
latter do not. It shows a decrease of 41 per 
cent in the sales made by textile manufactur- 
ers, while those made by dry goods dealers 
decreased 19 per cent, and those by the cloth- 
ing houses only 12.3 per cent. The sales by 
manufacturers of boots and shoes fell off 16.6 
per cent, and those by dealers only 11.3 per 
The sales of iron and steel products fell off 
nearly 40 per cent, against a decrease of only 
18.5 by dealers in hardware. 

These figures may not show accurately the 
difference: between manufacturing produc- 
tion and distribution to the consumer, as the 
two processes are performed by the same firm 
in many cases. But taken as a whole they do 
indicate unmistakably that the decrease in 
sales diminishes with distance from the man- 
ufacturer. Carried out to its legitimate con- 
clusion it may be said that the retail dealer 
has bought much less from the wholesale 
merchant than he has sold to the consumer, 
and the wholesaler has purchased less from 
the manufacturer than he has sold to the 
retailer. This could not be true unless stocks 
were smaller than a year ago. But there 
is a bright side to this dark picture, though it 
may be a long while before that bright side 
is presented to the public. It is that there is 
more room for replenishment of stocks than 
there was a year ago, from which fact it is 
fair to expect a more active trade when the 
changed conditions generally are supposed to 
warrant a revival of business confidence in 
the future of values. This would stimulate 
to greater manufacturing activity, and that 
in turn increase the ability of the people asa 

whole to buy for consumption by adding hun- 
dreds to the number who are now able to pur- 
chase what they and their families need, 
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OUR REAL ESTATE BOARD. 

The address by President William A. Bond 
at the annual meeting of the Real Estate 
Board of this city, held yesterday, brought out 
some points of great interést to all who have 
to do with real estate holdings and transfers 
in Chicago. It stated that the Torrens system 
of land transfers would now bea law of the 
State but for an accident. The bill went 
through nine stages of progression, passed the 
Senate, and was only defeated by seven votes 
on the final reading in the House. The adop- 
tion of that system would save 80 per cent of 
the 10- million dollars now yearly paid by 
the property-owners of Illinois for abstracts 
and their examination, and there is 
room to hope for a more successful 
issue of future efforts in this  diree- 
tion. The Torrens system was made the 
central point in the discussions of the World’s 
Fair Real Estate Congress held under the au- 
spices of the National Real Estate Association, 
and its final indorsement by that body has in- 
creased the interest felt throughout the land 
in regard to it. A commission of in vestiga- 
tion has been appointed in Massachusetts and 
another in Ohio, and prominent attorneys 
from Iowa have intimated that it will be taken 
up at an early date by the Legislature of that 
State. Many inquiries have been made and 
answered in regard to the proceedings at the 
World's Fair Real Estate Congress. It will 
be seen, therefore, that, like the Australian 
ballot, this plan of recording titles is being 
considered all over the country, and when the 
Chicago board renews its efforts at Spring- 
field at the next session of the Legislature it 
will have many friends marching in the same 
line of progress in many other States of the 
Union. 

The board did good work in fighting the bill 
introduced in the Legislature for the purpose 
of abolishing the necessity of consent on the 
part of property-owners as a condition prec- 
edent to the granting of franchises for the 
construction of elevated railroads upon streets 
or alleys. The board was largely responsible 
for the defeat of the bill. The Call Board 
committee had charge of the auction sales at 
the board rooms during the year. These in- 
eluded 1,072 judicial sales, amounting to 
$4,436,146. The committee has made rec- 
ommendations in regard to these sales that are 
of great value to the board and the public.

Presi- 
dent Bond says truly that these suggestions 
should receive most careful consideration. 
If it is desirable for an individual to obtain a 
fair price for his property when he has every 
facility in offering it and has ample time in 
which to test the market, it is much more im- 
portant that the minors and widows and un- 
fortunate persons whose property practically 
is forced upon the market shall receive the 
benefit of a fair competition and sale to the 
highest bidder. This only can be assured by 
giving in the advertisement of the property 
its exact size and location by street as well as 
the legal description, and by assuring the 
buyer in some way that a good title will be 
given. All of which is in the line of strict 
equity as well es of gent business methods. 


INSPECTOR ROSS’ REMOVAL. 

Mayor Hopkins stated in his inaugural ad- 
dress that he intended to make the police 
force nom partisan, and promised that ap- 
pointments and removals should not be made 
for political reasons, but for merit and cause 
only. Having given such pledges, he ought 
to make public the causes which prompted 
him to remove Inspector Ross, an old and 
competent officer, in order that the public 
may be satisfied that he was not removed 
merely because he was a Republican. 
causes have not been stated yet. 

When the Inspector’s resignation was de- 
manded he was not told why it was wanted. 
It has been rumored that it was because he 
took an active part in politics during the late 
Mayoralty election. That cannot be the 
cause, for it is not tru», and if it were a great 
many Democratic policemen would have to 
go, for they worked tooth and nail for Hop- 
kins. It has been alleged that the Inspector 
was asked to resign because he made a detail 
of Republican officers for special service in the 
First Ward election day. That cannot be the 
cause, for he made that detail in obedience to 
the order of his superior officer, the Assistant 
Chief of Police. 

It is known thata number of Democratic 
Aldermen and politicians have called on the 
Mayor and demanded the decapitation of the 
Inspector. If that be the cause which im- 
pelled Mr. Hopkins to call for the resignation 
of an efficient officer he ought to come out 
and say so in order that it may be known 
what his promises of a non-partisan police 
force are worth. If he has another and a bet- 
ter cause for the removal than the demand of 
a gang of small-fry politicians he ought to 
tell what it isto vindicate himself. Silence 
would be self-condemnation. 

Furthermore, common decency demands 
that a man who has been on the force for 
nearly twelve years, who has riser from the 
ranks to his present position by work and not 
by favor, should not be condemned unheard 
without being given an opportunity to refute 
or explain whatever may be charged against 
him. Is that the way in which tne police 
force and the other city departments are to be 
run? The Mayor should be frank about this 
matter and let the people know whether he 
has surrendered to the politicians or means to 
live up to his Pledges. 


THE FARMERS AND PROTECTION. 

In his excellent speech in opposition to the 
Wilson bill, concluded yesterday, Representa- 
tive Hopkins of this State dealt fully with 
several points which had been referred to 
only briefly by other speakers on the same 
side of the question. He commenced by men- 
ticning the fact that the bill was a hybrid 
measure, a kind of barren cross between the 
Democratic policy of a tariff for revenue 
only and the Republican policy of protec. 
tion—not producing sufficient revenue and not 
giving adequate protection. The Democrats 
had been guilty of a cowardly surrender of 
their boasted principles without adopting 
fully those of their adversaries. 

Mr. Hopkins then reviewed fully the tariff 
legislation of the country from the day when, 
for the purpose of giving adequate protection 
to American industries, the Articles of Con- 
federation were replaced by the Constitution. 
Free trade, said he, had originated in the 
slave-holding South after men like Calhoun 
and MacDuffie had perceived the antagonism 
between protection and slave labor. Nothing 
was more natural therefore than that the 
Confederate Constitution should forbid in 
express terms the imposition of import du- 
ties. 

An examination of the history of the coun- 
try showed, said he, that every protective 
tariff had brought prosperity with it, while 
every tariff which departed from protection 
had been followed by wide-spread disaster. 
Whig and Republican tariff policies had 
strengthened American industries, while 
Democratic policies had weakened those in- 
dustries and had filled the streets with men 
out of work, dependent on charity for their 
food. By pursuing this course the Democrats 
had played directly into the hands of En- 
gland, whose mannfacturers feared the build- 
ing up of American industries. The Wilson 
bill met with English approval today, as the 
Walker tariff did nearly half a century ago. 

After showing by statistics that protection 
had cheapened the price of nearly all com- 
petitive goods, which disproved the constant 
Democratic assertion that tho tariff is a 
tax, he took up the case of the farmers who 
are, according to the Democratic speakers, 
the chief victims of protection. His memory 
went back to the days before the war. when 
the Illinois farmers were under Democratic 
rule. At that time 


A farmer with 160 acres of the richest land that 
God ever blessed man with would not produce 
enough, when reduced to money under free trade 
prices, to pay his taxes, support his family, fur- 


nish himself with a new suit of clothes, and his 


wife with a calico dress. 

In those days there were no carpets on the floor, 
no pictureson the wall,and no books in the 
home, and the rudest kind of furniture was all 
that could be afforded by even the most fortunate 
ones among the farmers, The soil yielded abun- 
dant crops, but there was no market for the corn, 
wheat, and other cereals raised. Tho strictest 
economy was the order of the day. The girls and 
boys in the family were all required to engage in 
the hardest kind of manual labor to heip their 
parents eke out their humble existence: ; while 
three months’ schooling in the winter season at a 
crossroad schoolhouse, reached sometimes by 
almost impassable roads, was the extent of the 
educational advantages that were given. The 
good old Democratic days, mentioned as so favor- 
able to the farmer, always bring to my mind the 
picture of privation and distress through which 
the farmers of Litinois were compelled to pass 
during the period it was under Democratic free 
trade control, 

And then he contrasted with that hard life 


under semi-free trade the present condition of 


the Illinois farmer, an improved condition, 
had given him 
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tries, as follows: 

Prof. Dodge of the Agricultural Department 
has divided the States of the Union into four 


cent of the population of the States engaged in 
farming is less than 30; the second class is where 
tha per cent is over 30 and less than 50; the third 
class is where the farmers number over 50 per 
cent and are less than 70 per cent of 8 
gate population of the States; and the fourth 


cent of the population of the States. In the 
States comprised in the first class Prof. Dodge 
tells us that the value of land per acre will aver- 
age $38.65; in the second class it will average 
$30.55; in the third class, $13.53; and in the 
fourth class. $5.18. 

Having shown thus how the farmers have 
prospered by reason of protection for their 
own products and those of the manufacturers, 
he dwelt on the necessity of protection for the 
sake of the wageworkers, Those of the United 
States were better clothed, housed, and fed 
than those of any other civilized country. 
Those superior conditions of life should be 
preserved, but they could not be if the labor 
of other countries, satisfied with poorer food, 
clothing, and shelter, were permitted to com- 
pete on even terms with the labor of Amer- 
ica, 

The farmers of this State have listened to 
and read a great deal of rubbish coming from 
Democratic speakers and papers about the 
injurious effect of protection. They should 
read the facts so clearly and forcibly pre- 
sented by Mr. Hopkins, and then, if they 
have any regard for their own interests, they 
will vote this coming fall and two years there- 
after for Republican candidates. 

SOME TROUBLESOME DATES, 

The dates upon which the prominent events 
in the Hawaiian muddle of infamy have oc. 
curred will prove troublesome affairs to the 
White House and the Congressional cuckoos 
when they have to meet the results of pend- 
ing investigations. 

It should be kept in mind that the Corwin 
sailed for Honolulu Dec. 4 bearing the fol- 
lowing instructions from Gresham to Willis: 
Should the Queen accept the conditions and 
the provisional government refuse to surren- 
der you will be governed by previous instruc- 
tions.” 

Dec. 18 in his special message to 8 
President Cleveland said: Ia commending 
this subject to the extended powers and wide 
discretion of Congress I desire to add the as- 
surance that I shall be much gratified to co- 
operate in any legislative plan which may be 
devised for the solution of the problem before 
us which is consistent with American honor, 
integrity, and morality.” 

Dec. 19 Mr. Willis had a conference with 
the provisional government of Hawaii and 
after reading the letter from the Queen in 
which she accepted the conditions of her 
friend Cleveland, which she previously had 
rejected, Mr. Willis said: “It becomes my 
further duty to advise you, sir, the executive 
of the provisional government, and your Min- 
isters of the President’s determination of the 
question which your action and that of the 
Queen devolved upon him, and that you are 
expected promptly to relinquish to her her 
constitutiona! authority.“ 

The instructions were consigned to the 
commander of the Corwin Dec. 3, the day 
before Congress met. Did President Cleve 
land when he sent his message to Congress 
Dec. 18 expect that as the outcome of the in- 
structions of Dec. 8 Liliuokalani already was 
on the throne and the provisional govern- 
ment had surrendered its authority? To as- 
certain what.he expected and all that he was 
doing Congress should demand peremptorily 
every scrap of communication, verbal and 
otherwise, which had passed between the ad- 
ministration and its Commissioners, emissa- 
ries, and commanders at Hawaii. Let the 
light in upon everything that has transpired. 
Let us know the complete dimensions of this 
usurpation.

President Peixoto has for- 
tified the coast line and is preparing to attack 
Islas das Cobras. Many sailors from Admiral 
de Gama’s fleet have deserted because of the 
monarchical views of the Admiral. Revolu- 
tionist sympathizers in Buenos Ayres have 
circulated reports that the sentiment against 
President Peixoto is daily increasing in Rio. 

The Rio News, which has resumed publica- 
tion, says that the insurgents have retaken the 
Islands of Mocangue and Engenho. Admiral 
Mello, with the Aquidaban and otber ships, 
has reéntered Rio Harbor. They succeeded 
in passing the forts under cover of darkness. 
Mello has a sufficient force which he proposes 
to land at Nictheroy. He will attack Rio. 
President Peixoto has sent four battalions to 
Nictheroy. Important events are expected 
soon.

The San Francisco Canning Firm Makes 
a Voluntary Assignment, 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 10.— The large 
com mission house of W. F. Beck & Co. of this 
city, which dealt chiefly in salmon and dried 
and canned fruits, has failed for $800,000, 
W. F. Beck said: Our houses in New York 
and Chicago have also assigned. We have 
forty-two agencies throughout the country. 
Our firm has been engaged in business 
for fifteen years and was regarded as 
one of the largest canning concerns in 
the State. I picked up a balance | i 
sheet of 1893 today and knew that the .. 
firm was gone, sol forced the assignment. t= a 
Nobody will lose anything except myself and a 
my three partners. All of our debts éxcept- — 
ing $30,000 are secured. Wells, Fa 
& Co.’s bank is given as a creditor for $104,- 
000. We owe it more than that. Weowe the 
London and San Francisco Bank $150,000 
instead of $54,000, and weowethe wife of one 
of my partners more than 540,000.“ Beck 
stated later that there was a shortage of $100,- 
000. supposed to be stolen. Mr. Beck de- 
clined, however, to indicate whom he sus- 
pected of having taken the $100,000, 

The firm has agencies in London, Mar- 
seilles, and other European cities. It also 
owns three salmon canneries at Puget Sound. 
The failure is directly due to the fact that the 
firm during the fruit season had made heavy 
advances to farmers and orchardists and bas 
been unable to sell the fruit crops. The lia- 
bilities of the firm amount to neariy $350,- 
000, though the schedule filed shows but 
$315,000. The assets are unknown,

failure was a suipriso to me. We have always 
done a good business here and owe no one a dollar 
except the firm itself. Last year wo did a busi- 
ness here of $250,000 and the 2 before even 
hetter.

ELECTRIC MARINE SIGNAL REGISTER. 


Device That Will Do Away with Much 
' Misunderstanding. 

At the meeting of the Lake Shipmasters’ 
Association yesterday afternoon at No. 2 Mar- 
ket street a marine electrical signal was 
shown by its inventor, Robert Eruschaw, to 
the three score of vessel Captains assembled 
there. The signal is the application of elec- 
tricity to the purpose of signaling from Cap- 
tain to engineer. Itis a system of electric 
bells. When sent the signal 1s displayed sim. 
ultaneously to both sender and receiver. The 
unique feature of the machine is the fact that 
it has an automatic set-back ; that is, it gives 
a signal and registers it, and when the next 
signal is given it throws off the register of the 
former signal. This could be well applied to 
elevators. The inventor of this signal device 
is nota marine man nor professional elec. 
trician, but is cashier of the Pabst * 
company. He is perfecting a device that wi 
print in a fire-proof and water-proof box all 
signals to the engineer, with the time given, 
date, and rate of speed, so that if the vessel 
goes down and they can secure that box ever- 
living evidence as to whose fault caused the 
wreck can be found. 


NEW INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND 


Dormitory and Factory to Be Erected Dur- 
ing the Year. 

A building permit was issued yesterday for 
the erection of an industrial home for the 
blind and a factory to be connected with the 
institution. These buildings will be located 
at Douglas boulevard and Nineteenth street 
and built by the State.

A resolution was introduced by Mr. Carston 
asking the Legislature to amend the law which 
exempts building and loan association stock 
from taxation, so that all unincumbered stock 
can be listed for assessment like any other 
property.

Dr, w proceeded to deliver An Ad- 
dress of Welcome.” In it he took occasion to 
flay President Cleveland, Mr. Wilson, the 
framer of the tariff bill, and Tammany. Dr. 
Depew said, among other things: There 
seems to be a superstition among some people 
in this city that the countryman has hayseed on 
his back and clover in his button-hole, If we 
only had more hayseeds and more clover in 
this town we would not live in the Sodom and 
Gomorrah that it is.’
